~ MOSLEMS AND CHRISTIANS | 
STILL CONTEND FOR UPPER 
HANDIN ISLAND OF CRETE 


(Special to The Monitor.) 

LONDON—lIn spite of the fact that 
the Cretans followed the advice given 
by the powers, and agreed not to op- 
pose the entry of the Moslem deputies 
into the Assembly, the general outlook 
in the island may be described as any- 
thing but settled. The friction between 
the Christians and Moslems appears to 
have scarcely diminished, and if active 
opposition is not manifested in the As- 
sembly, it is exhibited with considerable 
frequency in the country. The Moslems 
are, according to reports from the is- 
land, being attacked by the Christians, 
and the Christians by the Moslems, in 
addition to which endeavors are being 
made to boycott those who are doing 
their best to restore order out of chaos. 

The fact that the Cretan leaders were 
standing as candidates for the national 
Assembly was the cause of no little anx- 
iety, but two of the leaders, namely, 
M. Michelidakis and M. Condouros, have 
now declured that they decline to stand, 
M. Venezelos being among those from 
whom a definite answer has not yet 
been received. 

The refusal of these leaders to stand 
has removed a possible cause of serious

disturbance in the event of their being 
elected, but the condition of affairs in 
the island remains as before, far from 
settled. 

It is undoubtedly easier to point out 
defects than to see the proper remedy, 
but it would seem as if the time had 
now come when a definite end should 
be made to the unsettled condition pre- 
vailing in the island. Whether if left 
to themselves the Cretans would prove 
their ability to administer their own af- 
fairs, seems impossible to learn, as leav- 
ing them alone might involve a Graeco- 
Turko-Cretan struggle, so that the only 
solution seems to be that their affairs 
should be administered for them. 

Many are beginning to ask, Is the 
only solution to the question to be found 
in a return to the old conditions of af- 
fairs, when troops representing the four 
protecting powers were quartered on the 
island, or is there a better means of 
restoring a reign of peace and harmony? 

It is generally conceded that the ex- 
isting state of affairs ought not in any 
case to be allowed to continue, and, it 
is pointed out, the protecting powers 
have the first and most important say 
in the matter. 


KOREA RECEIVES 
ANNEXATION BY 
JAPAN QUIETLY 


SEOUL—The proclamation of the an- 
nexation of Korea by Japan was made 
public at 11 a. m. Monday without cere- 
mony. It was quietly received by the 
populace, the news‘already having been 
discounted. 

While the consuls generally approve of 
the wisdom of the abolition of extra- 
territoriality, some of them question it. 
The missionaries express no doubt that 
the natives will be given good treat- 
ment by the Japanese.

TURKIOH PEOPLE 
DILL BOYCOTT 
GRECIAN GOODS

CONSTANTINOPLE—The boycott of 
Greek goods in Turkey is, it appears, 
not yet over. The fact that the Greek 
steamers were-able té land the merchan- 
dise they were carrying a few days ago 
gave the impression that the boycott 
had come to an end.

GERMANS WILL 
UNVEIL STATUE 
IN MEXICO CITY 


MEXICO CITY—As one of the festiv- 
ities incident to the centennial of Mex- 
ican independence, to be celebrated 
throughout the month of September, the 
unveiling of the statue of Baron von 
Humboldt, the gift of the Emperor of 
Germany to Mexico, will be tbe occa- 
sion of great rejoicing on the part of 
the Germans living in the republic. This 
event will occur on Sept. 13. 

On Sept. 14, 1869, in commemoration 
of the centenary of the birth of Alex- 
ander von Humboldt, the German colony 
resident in Mexico placed a tablet on 
the facade of the house No. 3 calle de 
San Agustin, which was the residence 
of the great naturalist during his stay 
in the capital of Mexico. The tablet is 
of white marble, on which is carved the 
following inscription: “To the memory 
of Alexander von Humboldt, who lived 
in this house during the year 1803. On 
the one hundredth anniversary of his 
birth. The Germans resident in Mexico 
Sept. 14, 1869.”

LATEST ESTIMATE 
OUWo INGHEASE 


(Special to The Monitor.) 

CULEBRA, Canal Zone—A new esti- 
mate of the amount of material to- be 
éxcavated in constructing the canal in- 
creases it by 7,871,172 cubic yards. Of 
this, 7,330,525 cubic yards are estimated 
for the central division, being allowances 
for slides in Culebra cut, for silting in 
the Chagres section, for lowering the 
canal bottom from 40 to the 39 foot line 
above sea-level in the Chagres section, 
and for excavating a smip basin north of 
Pedro Miguel locks. The revised esti- 
mate fixing these figures is of July 1 of 
this year. The estimate with which it 
compares is that of December, 1908. 

The grand total of canal excavation in 
July was 2,406,288 cubic yards, of which 
2,371,583 cubic yards were classified as 
“work excavation” and 34,705 cubic 
yards as “plant excavation.” Dry exca- 
vation amounted to 1,466,014 cubie yards, 
chiefly accomplished by steam shovels. 
The dredges removed 940,274 cubie yards 
in addition to the amount pumped into 
Gatun dam by suction dredges. 

Total excavation in the Atlantic divi- 
sion was 545,047 cubic yards, of which 
120,555 eubiec yards were dry excavation 
and the remainder the work of dredges at 
the Atlantic entrance. In the central div- 
ision the total was 1,328,169 cubie yards, 


‘/all but 8,253 ecubie yards of which were 


“work excavation.” The total in the 
Pacifie division was ‘533,072 cubic vards, 
all but 17,290 cubie yards of which was 
taken out by dredges in the Pacific en- 
trance.

Regarding the new rules, Coach Yost 
has expressed himself as_ well® suited 
with them for the most part, though 
there might be a few changes made to 
suit him better.

CHICAGO—The big golfing fixture of 
the week is the western open champion- 
ship tournament which is to be played 
over the links of the Beverly Country 
Club, near Chicago, tomorrow, Thin-s- 
day and Friday. It is expected that Wil- 
liam Anderson, now connected with the 
Philadelphia Cricket Club, who has won 
the title four times, last year with a 
record of 288, will take part; also Fred- 
erick McLeod of St. Louis and Gilbert 
Nicholls of Wilmington. 

Six prizes have been offered, as fol- 
lows: First, $200; runner-up, $100; each 
loser in the semi-finals, $50; winner of 
the consolation division, $50; runner-up 
in the consolation division, $25, and low- 
est score in the qualifying round, $25. A 
gold medal emblematic of the western 
open championship will be awarded the 
winner of the tournament, and in the 
event of an amateur winning any of the 
prizes mentioned he will be awarded the 
equivalent in plate.

| RATIONAL GOLF 


By JASON ROGERS 


“> 

There are some golfers, most discon- 
tented fellows, who do get tired of 
everything; even that which is the very 
best, says Henry Lock in the London 
sketch. In the summer time they may 
tell you that the game is spoiled because 
the rubber Ball runs too far on the hard 
turf when it is driven well. These people 
are tired of happiness, that is all; and 
the other. day I was walking in from the 
eighteenth green to the clubhouse with a 
man of this kind, and one who had slight 
American tendencies in his speech, so that 


‘he remarked to me that John Keats wrote 


poetry and sense better than he knew 
how when he said, in his pretty lines on 
“Fancy,’ that “everything is spoilt by 
use,” and quoted the cases of the cheek 
that faded when too much gazed at, at the 
maid whose newness of lip decreased, 
whose bluenes of eye began to weary, 
whose soft voice tired the listener, and 
so forth. This was a carefully arranged 
preliminary to an amazing statement 
made just about the time when we were 
telling our caddies to hang about in case 
we. wanted them for a third round—that 
he was tired of going for golfing holidays 
in all the recognized ways, even the best 
of them. This might seem to be a most 
unreasonable and abnormal case; but the 
man was one of great experience. He 
had tried everything. and most things 
two or three times, and he urged that the 
sameness of things was beginning to op- 
press him. There are some people who 
will go year after year for three or four 
decades to the same little place at Slo- 
cum- of Ben, where there is a nine-hole 
course of a sort, six of the holes being 
one-shotters, and the geese being allowed 
to waddle on the home putting-green, and 
these people like that holiday better than 
anything else that the whole world of 
golf in its richness and variety can afford 
them. 

I was able to tell this man, who wanted 
a new idea, that only the day before, I 
had been discussing with a friend a 
novel scheme which he and three others 
were about to put into practice. They 
were going on a golfing tour by caravan. 
I was given to understand that they, or 
some of them, had tried the same thing 
last year, but that something had gone 
wrong with the caravan arrangements, 
All their plans this time, however, were 
in perfect order, and they anticipated 
having a good and original kind of time, 
and to lead a very simple sort of golfing 
life for the space of three or four weeks 
—some such life, they thought, as sturdy 
pioneers of the game might have liked 
for their annual vacations, if they had 
any. There were to be three caravans 
dnd they were intending to start at Alde- 


burgh or Felixstowe, or some nice place |. 


like that on the near East coast, and 
go upward. I proposed that it would 
be a splendid opportunity for conducting 
a traveling mission, and that they might 
preach in the evenings to the golfing 
natives of the parts they visited on the 
evils of freak clubs and the real mean- 
ing of the rules, but was told I did not 
fake these matters with enough serious- 
ness. 

Really it is a great idea, Again, I 
know for certain that last’ season a 
scheme was started for the holding of a 
golfers’ holiday camp, and I do believe 
that before very long such a thing will 
come to pass. strange as it may seem 
to be in fancy. 

The men who first thought about it 
urged in extenuation of themselves that 
a little while since, when a competitive 
event of some importance was being held 
at a place in South Wales, the hotel ac- 
commodation ran short, and the players 
for whom there was none forthwith went 
into camp--and liked it. They say now 
that a big golfers’ camp, which would be 
a sort of golfers’ Bisley, with competi- 
tions of all kinds going on all the time, 
would be a great and growing success 
as an annual event, and I am rather in- 
clined, on full considertion, to acquiesce.

WINTHROP ANGLER 
CATCHES A SHARK 
OF UNKNOWN KIND 


A large fish of the shark family 
weighing about 800 pounds was towed 
up to the beach off Winthrop Shore 
drive about 10 o’clock this morning by 
George F. McDuffee of 209 Shirley 
street. Mr. McDuffee was fishing in the 
harbor when his boat was nearly over- 
turned by the fish, which had become 
attached to his line.

Two important contracts are = an- 
nounced between the federal govern- 
ment and the state of Guerrero relating 
respectively to maintaining the Iguala- 
Chilpancingo section of the partly con- 
structed federal highway from Mexico 
to Acapulco, and to constructing an- 
Other section from Chilpancingo to Dos 
Caminos, a point lving between the 
former place and Acapulco. The state 
is given $1250 gold per month during 
the fiseal vear 1910-11 for keeping in a 
state of perfect repair the 78-mie road 
from Iguala to Chilpancingo. This was 
the first portion of the Mexico-Aca- 
puleo road to be built, having been com- 
pleted in April, 1910, jointly by the 
federal and state governments.

PORTUGAL FOLLOWS

(By the United Press.) 

LISBON—Following the lead of Pre- 
mier Canalejas of Spain, Premier Sousa 
today ordered a vigorous inquiry into 
the religious orders in Portugal. Spe- 
cial attention will be paid to the for- 
eign orders, many of which, it is expect- 
ed, will be expelled. 

The action of Premier Sousa indicates 
a complete understanding between him 
and the Spanish government. It will 
probably result in a breach between the 
Vatican and Portugal. 

According to the leaders of the anti- 
clerical movement in Portugal, the coun- 
try is suffering greatly from the activi- 
ties of religious orders, many of which, 
it is said, are purely commercial organ- 
izations, whick have an unfair advan- 
tage over others in that they are free 
from taxation.

He‘scored men who gained their 
riches at the expense of the people, at- 
tacked untruthful newspapers and maga- 
zines and praised the periodicals and 
newspapers who, he said, boldly told the 
truth in order to purify the body politic. 

The colonel faced a Legislature that 
was Democratic in both branches, one 
member of the House being a woman, 
and wag presented by the president of 
the Senate as a “typical westerner.” 

An unqualified indorsement of Colonel 
Roosevelt was given by Governor Sha- 
froth of Colorado and Mayor Seer of 
Denver, both of whom are Democrats. 
This indorsement was given in the pres- 
ence of the thousands assembled in the 
auditorium. 

A characteristic Roosevelt perform- 
ance resulted from the fact that the 
local committee ignored Judge Ben Lind- 
say, the prominent Denver reformer, in 
making up the arrangements.

Boston theaters are now nearly all 
open. By next week the season will be 
fully under way. Monday evening “My 
Man,” a new emotional drama, was re- 
vealed at the Colonial and the Park 
housed for the first visit to Boston 
“The Climax,” a comedy of sentiment 
and ‘mental influences.”

“My Man.” 

“My Man,” a drama by Forrest Hal- 
sev, based on his novelette “The Quality 
of Mercy,’ was presented Monday even- 
Ing at the Colonial theater. 

The drama proved a realistic picture 
of New York East Side life with a 
central situation not unlike that of “Les 
Miserables.” In “My Man” it is a young 
mother, Edith, who finds it hard to hide 
herself from an unavenged justice, * Al- 
theugh she marries happily, in the end 
she is compelled by circumstances to 
answer in full to the law. All this is a 
result of the theft of a gold bracelet 
in order to provide food for her child. 
The play would appear on the surface to 
be the work of an indignant sociologist. 
Yet the note of misery and consequent. 
crime is so constantly forced throughout 
the action that the suspicion will not 
jown that the author enjoys probing 
the troubles of the poor mostly for the 
pleasure of probing. 

(jranting the author his pleasure in 
nosing out the miseries of poverty and 
crime, and granting, too, any overwhelm- 
ing desire of the playgoing public to see 
in the theater a sordid story such as 
might form a feature page in Sunday 
newspapers of a much criticized type— 
vranting all this, it is due to the author 
to acknowledge that he convinces the 
audienee that he has first-hand knowl- 
elve of his characters and their habits 
of living. 

‘That the play held the interest of the 
audience throughout is to be recorded, 
wlso the fact that there was frequent 
laughter aroused by the slangy remarks 
of an energetic girl of the tenements and 
Kdith’s impudent and stagey offspring. 
Truth to tell, much of the sympathy 
that went out to Edith was in sorrow 
that her little Teddy was evidently des- 
tined for a vaudeville career. It is only 
fair to the management to state that 
Teddy was played in the usual disillu- 
kionizing way by a diminutive adult in 
obedience to our state’s law -forbidding 
stage appearanee of children. 

Jolin Galsworthy has proved that he 
could show without moralizing the in- 
humanity of ‘man and man-made laws 
in his “The Silver Box,”. which shows 
the different treatment accorded a poor 
woman and a rich young man, each ac- 
cused of an identical theft, and his 
‘Justice.’ which shows the indefensible 
unchristianity of the prison system. Mr. 
Galsworthy uses the only method open 
to the militant. reformer-artist—irony. 
lrony such as practised by its master, 
Switt, and now by Galsworthy, appeals 
to the reason and conscience, and has 
started great reforms. Moralizing melo- 
drama, with a plot intricate with im- 
probable coincidences appeals at best to 
the emotions, and that only temporarily. 
In cool retrospee*ion the whole fabric 
_ crumbles under analysis, and one is un- 
Willing to take as other than entertain- 
ment a play that shows its characters 
as constant victims of circumstances in- 
vented with more or less ingenuity by 
the playwright. 

Edith, whom we are told is the best 
worker in a shop, is discharged because 
will not sit in a window and 
This is the weak motive given for 
Hdith’s marriage. Truly her employer 
Wis a queer business man. How Mabel 
managed to find Edith is mumbled over 
unsatisfactorily, and further the finding 
of them both by a detective who wishes 
to leave his sleuthing to become jewelry 
manager fer the employer of Edith’s 
husband is preposterous. The play is 
filled with such flimsy coincidences, the 
result of shallow thought of the author. 
They are but a few evidences of hasty 
Writing with which the play is filled.

LONDON DRAMA LETTER. 
(Special to The Monitor.) ; 
LONDON—Though there is very little 


doing in the dramatic world during the 
month of. August, companies are busy 
preparing for an autumn season which 
opens on the first of September. Sir 
Herbert Tree promises an elabordte pro- 
duction of Shakespeare’s “Henry VIII.,” 
with himself as the cardinal, Mr. Bou- 
chier and his wife as the king and queen 
and Henry Ainley as the Duke of Buck- 
ingham. It may be hoped that the man- 
ager of His Majesty’s will find “Henry 
VIII.” as popular with the public as 
did Henry Irving, when he produced it 
at the Lyceum with himself as Wol- 
sey, Miss Terry as Catherine and Forbes 
Robertson as Buckingham. 

The last named actor gave an excep- 
tional performance of the ill-fated duke, 
and though it all happened quite a few 
years ago, no one who saw him on that 
occasion can fail to recall the pathetic 
dignity of his final speech. “Henry VIII.” 
ean hardly be said to be an interesting 
or a well constructed play, though of 
course it is redeemed by lines that make 
it necessary to qualify such a statement, 
The interest is broken again and again, 
and the final scene, beyond offering an 
opportunity for display, seems of little 
importance to that which has gone before.

INTERNATIONAL AERO 
MEET WILL HAVE NOT 
SINGLE DULL MINUTE 


NEW YORK—The committee in 
charge of the international aviation 
meet, which is to be held next month at 
Belmont } rk, has announced that its 
program is practically arranged. One 
feature which is expected to appeal to 
the general public is that there will be 
no intervals of inactivity. The program 
calls for some particular aerial exhi- 
bition each minute between the hours of 
2 and 5 p.m. Every aviator and every 
‘type of machine will be enabled to 
make a respectable showing. 

The sum of $56,000 has been set aside 
for cash prizes, and the events have been 
planned with the idea that the entire 
amount will be carried away by the 
contestants at the end of the meet.

OUR EXPORTS OF 
MOTOR CARS ARE 
GROWING LARGER 


While America Is Shipping 
More Automobiles Abroad 
Than Ever, Imports of the 
Foreign Cars Are Smaller. 


FOREIGN CUSTOMERS 


NEW YORK—In the case of automo- 
biles, at least, the balance of trade has 
not been against us, our exports of 


domestic motor cars and parts for the 
12 months ended June last having shown 
a total of $11,190,220, against imports of 
$2,851,446. Also the value of the ma- 
chines sent abroad during the 1910 period 
was almost double the total for 1909, 
whereas imported cars exhibited a de- 
crease. 

For June alone exports were $1,804,805, 
against $1,115,864 in 1909, and imports 
$233,229 and $246,291, respectively.

While there is a large demand for our 
cars abroad, the call here for foreign 
machines is comparatively small, due 
no doubt in great part to the prohibitive 
price of imported autos, although the 
salesmanship of American makers may 
have some bearing on the matter. 

Of the countries absorbing our cars, 
British North America has long held 
first place, with the British Isles second, 
although France, Italy, Germany, Mexico, 
Africa and both the Indies take their 
share. 

The Ford Motor Company, the princi- 
pal “independent” fighting the Selden 
forces in the @®urts, has perhaps made 
a greater point of its export business 
than most concerns. This seems a far- 
sighted policy, as it is highly probable 
that the domestic market will be glutted 
within a year or two if auto makers 
continue to increase production and neg- 
lect to make nougenre provision for out- 
side trade. 

Hitherto it has been a strong tempta- 
tion for the American maker to stay 
at fiome because he believed there was 
no necessity for going abroad, but the 
ever-increasing exports indicate’ that 
this attitude has given place to a more 
progressive one. 

In Turkey for many years there was 
a law forbiding the runing of autos on 
public highways, the royal family own- 
ing the sole machine in the empire until 
the coming into power of the Young 
Turks, who abolished the old statute. 
The Ford credited with being the 
first car sold in Turkey after the ban 
Was removed. 

American makes may also be seen in 
the Barbados, the Malay peninsula, 
the island of Mauritius in the Indian 
ocean, Bombay, Japan, China and New- 
foundland. The last-named place, al- 
though nearer home, was without an 
automobile until a few months ago. 

Recently a number of Mitchell 
were ordered by residents of South 
America and this market is expected 
to develop rapidly. In connection with 
these shipments it was discovered that 
a car might be sent from Racine, Wis., 
tto Buenos Aires for $95, while on the 
same machine consigned to San Fran- 
cisco there would be a freight charge of 
$150. 

The demand from Mexico is steadily 
growing and in fact practically every 
civilized portion of the globe is rapidly 
becoming acquainted with the American 
brand of horseless carriage.

CHICAGO—James B. Forgan says: 
“After a number of little hitches, an- 
ndying in themselves, but of no great 
financial moment, we have reached a 
normal basis again, in my opinion, and 
will go through the fall with only the 
usual crop-moving money stringency, for 
which we are well prepared. According 
to our advices, and we get them from all 
sections of the country, wheat was not 
generally damaged.

To give a correct idea of the condi- 
tion of the shoe business as it stands | 
today is a difficult matter. 
of manufacturers brings out statements 
so contrary that when a conclusion is 
about to be reached the thought jumps 
from bad to good and finally settles the 
matter by calling the trade as a whole 
mediocre. That some factories are busy 
and in some instances nearly up to their 
capacity is true, and many more are 
far from a complaining point, but there 
still remains that cry 
in the voice of the trade generally.

Further pursuit of the cause of this 


aspect fails to uncover anything of a 
tangible nature, ‘Therefore, no one hav- 
ing a remedy to propose and all admit- 
ting the best of trade environments it 
becomes almost impossible to state the 
real condition of the shoe trade. Figures 
are convincing facts and show better 
than words about how the trade of 
this vear compares with the past. It 
appears that up to date the shipments of 
shoes have fallen off about 63,000 cases 
from those of 1909, but when it is un- 
derstood that the total shipments from 
Jan. 1 to July 18 amounted to over 
2,500,000 cases the shrinkage is not large 
and might occur in good trade years 
now, as it has in the past. 

As one manufacturer put it, a shrink- 
age of 65.000 cases in the business of any 
other shoe market in this country would 
be extremely harmful and might cause 
disaster, but in a shoe center such as 
Boston represents it is hardly notice- 
able, which fact will show the greatness 
whieh this industry has achieved, the 
true figures of which are as startling to 
the many who have spent their business 
lives init to the large num- 
ber who visit this market from time to 
time and whose knowledge of it is super- 
ficial in its character. 

Brockton manufacturers show a vya- 
ried condition; some are quite well sat- 
isfied and some not at all so. One large 
concern, it was learned, has been run- 
ning less than 50 hours a week for sev- 
eral weeks, but even at that its output 
would equal more than one ordinary fac- 
tory running full. Lynn and Haverhill 
might be included in the same state of 
trade as Brockton. The manufacturers 
of low cuts are hoping for a livelier 
business and it must come later. Those 
making blucher and button goods are 
uncomplaining, and some were found 
who were willing to admit that “rush 
tags” were being used. It may be that 
a change has taken place in ordering, 
and that the day for large orders has 
gone by, for it is known to all that in 
the past few seasons large orders have 
been few, but frequent ordering of me- 
dium sized lots has been the rule, which 
some consider advantageous over the 
former method in many ways. 

The advance in hides has not had that 
stimulating effect on sole leather trading 
that was anticipated. Hemlock is steady 
but buying is not to be urged beyond 
the actual wants. Union sole is in a

class by itself and is little affected by! 


the rise or fall of prices of the other 
leathers. What to do with the ever- 
increasing surplus of finished splits is 
the tanner’s problem. The recent drop 
in prices moved it some, but shipments 
did not equal receipts, 

Kangaroo and glove grain are slug- 
gish and at present prices may remain so. 
Faney tannages are being held quite firm, 
which fact has caused buyers to wait. 
they are in no condition to feel 
obliged to make immediate contracts for 
large lots. 

The higher grades of upper leather 
are but little different when a buyer is 
approached, as the continual demand of 
the jobber for lower prices makes the 
factory man uncertain as far as his trade 
is concerned. Patent leather shows no 
falling off as a leader, wit. gunmetal 
a running mate. Yici has vet shown no 
improvement from a trading standpoint, 
despite the strong movement which has 
recently been made to push it into popu- 
larity again. 

Leather exports are holding up remark- 
ably well and conditions show that they 
will continue for a while vet. This 
has been the banner vear for the leather 
exporters and has already passed the ex- 
pectations of the most sanguine. Trade 
fair, Prices are steady.

NORWEGIAN BANK 
ENCOURAGES HOMIE 
BUILDING PROJECT 


Operations of Bolig-Bank, 
Supported by the Govern- 
ment, Have Resulted in a 
Great Transformation. 


LOW INTEREST RATE 


WASHINGTON—-Consul P. Emerson 


Tavlor of Stavanger, in reporting that 
the increase recently made by the Nor- 
wegian government in the funds loaned 
the Bolig-Bank (Dwelling‘bank) of that 
city assures increased activity in the 
building of workingmen’s homes during 
1910, reviews the operations of the in- 
stitution. 

The Bolig-Bank was organized in 1904 
with a capital stock of $26,800, guaran- 
teed by the city council, for the purpose 
of making loans to the poorer people 
of the-city of Stavanger and of Stavan- 
ger Amt, for the building of homes. In 
1906 the capital was increased to §53,- 


600 and in 1907 to $134,000, part of 
which is loaned by the government. 

Of this capital there is loaned in the 
city $115,776 on 226 homes. in addition 
to loans made in Stavanger Amt. The 
Storthing in April, 1910, granted the 
bank an additional loan of $536,000, 
which, after June 17, could be used with- 
out restriction for applications pend- 
ing. This entire amount was used in 
supplying | loans applied for last year, 
and there are now many additional ap- 
plications on fife, to meet which the 
Storthing has been asked to grant a 
further loan. 

The Bolig-Bank system has created a 
wonderful transformation in the eco- 
nomic, sanitary and social condition of 
the working people of Stavanger. It 
has resulted in a great reduction of 
the number of renters, and a correspond- 
ing increase in the number of home own- 
ers. The system is somewhat similar 
to that of American building and loan 
associations, but as the loans are made 
with government money, and hence are 
not for profit, the rate is about half 
that of most building and loan associa- 
tions. The loans are made at 4 per cent, 
and are generally on second mortgage, 
after a first mortgage loan has been se- 
cured from private investors. The safe- 
ty of the loans may be indicated by the 
fact that since 1904 in but one case was 
the bank compelled to resort to legal 
means to secure payment of the instal- 
ments and interest, and there has been 
no loss of funds whatever. 

The loans are limited to properties 
costing, including buildings and lot, more 
than $1340. ‘It is proposed, however, to 
raise the limit so that loans may be 
made on frame buildings up to $1742 
and on brick buildings up to $2010. Other 
changes are being made, with a view to 
encouraging building within the “brick 
belt” or fire limits. 

Not the least of the advantages ac- 
cruing to the community because of this 
increased home ownership is the im- 
proved appearance of the houses, gar- 
dens, yards and fences and the general 
cleanliness and tidiness of the homes. 
The pride of home ownership is clearly 
manifested in these and other things. 
The flower gardens, especially the rose 
garlens of Stavanger, are far famed. 

Another of the chief advantages of the 
system is the sanitary result of the 
city’s spreading over a larger area, with 
less tendéncy to congestion, with all the 
evils of a tenement district. While the 
city has grown only 28% per cent in 
population during the last 12 years, the 
most rapid prrowth being in the last 
three vears, it has increased in area dur- 
ing the same time 64% per cent.

Common stockholders 
of record Sept. 1 are to be given the right 
to subscribe pro rata to common and pre- 
ferred shares at 140 and 80 respectively, 
but holders of prefered stock of the cor- 
responding date will be given the privi- 
lege to subscribe to the preferred oy 
at 80.

Consols lately touched a 
fresh low record. But there been 
a smart recovery, owing to support by 
banks and financial houses generally, 
who have no mind to our premier 
security sag away to 80. a figure to which 
most, if not all of them. have written 
down their holdings of consols.

More interest than usual has been 
taken in Lancashire affairs. The outlook 
is a little brighter, but textile machinists 
are still teeling the effects the 
pression in the cotton trade. Some 
built during the last few years are 
vet filled with machinery, and furtuer 
progress will not be made till trade is 
better. The increase in our shipments 
of textile machinery to the United States 
is noticeable. For the first seven months 
of the vear shipments amounted to 
£662.985 in value compared with £510,. 
625 in corresponding period of 1909. 

A very important feature connected 
with the cotton trade is the decision by 
majority of the spinners and manufact- 
urers to adopt the decimal system. All 
fractions of a penny are the future 
to be expressed in hundredths and not in 
fractions. and as regards weights, in 
pounds only, with multiples 100 
1000 pounds where large 
units are deemed desirable. It is hoped 
that the whole trade will come into line 
and use the new system from Oct. lL 
next, when it comes into operation. A 
further proposal is made that the Board 
of Trade in all its statistica] returns 
which apply to the cotton trade, and all 
newspapers and firms publishing lasts of 
prices of cotton and cotton goods be in- 
vited to cooperate with the trade in 
establishing this simplified system. '

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ARCHITECTURAL SCULPTURE IN COLOR 


T IS an interesting fact that ‘the’ 


adopting of artistically unbeautiful | 
‘methods in building—the steel girders 
and frames—has brought it about that 
more color and ornament are used on 
buildings than formerly. The endeavor 


to have everything fireproof and frost- | 


proof has brought terra cotta largely into 
use. Fifty per cent of the visible con- 
struction in New York’s new buildings | 
is said to be terra cotta, and only about 
15 per cent of other stones, while the 
rest is mostly brick. 

Tiling of every sort lends itself to 
decorative ~use. Color is added to it 
readily, and there are used today not 
only ornamental tiles and medallions and 
reliefs, but even monumental sculpture 
in this material. In the pediment of Dr. 
Parkhurst’s/church in Madison square 


are arrangements of white figures on a 
blue ground, calling back to the days of 
the Della Robbias. The decorative panels 
over the main entrance of the Boston 
Opera House are divided into square 
panels like gigantic tiles. The blue 
here takes on a_ greenish tinge. The 
figures represent music, drama and danc- 
ing. The facade of the Vanderbilt Hotel 
in New York is also described by a 
writer in Scribner’s discussing this sub- 
ject, the figures here being white ow a 
background of cream color. Over a 
doorway of the Westwood school in Cin- 
cinnati, is a large panel in-several colors, 
representing knights kneeling, made in 
Rookwood faience. The color scheme of 
the Brooklyn Academy of Music has pro- 
duced much comment, with relief work 
in red, green, yellow, cream tone and 
sienna.

inated all ragged edges and _ coarse 
joints.” In the more impalpable quali- 
ties of the art, also, the contemporary 
sculptor, working with polychromatic 
faience and terra-cotta, will probably 
be content to rival the two great Della 
Robbias. 

Faience was first manufactured in 
this country. about 20 years ago, and 
tiles 35 years ago. The origin of. tiles 
is traced ba¢k to Egypt, 5000 B. C. The 
Alhambra, which with its clear, soft color 
in its exquisite tiling has never been 
equaled elsewhere begun 1272 A. WD. 
Luca Della Robbia first used faience in 
1440. The production of pottery glazes 
among the moderns is claimed, however, 
to rival the glassier textures of even 
such masters as the Della Robbias. The 
modern faience has the non-reflecting 
mat surface, with richer and more sym- 
pathetic color. But this more exquisite 
finish is so far reserved mainly for pot- 
tery.

PRESIDENT TAFT’s letter addressed to 
The Representative William B. McKinley, 

7 chairman of the Republican congressional 
President's committee, will be the most prominent 
. chapter of the Republican Campaign Hand 
Campaign Book. The letter will amount practically 
to a party platform this’ fall. It is at once 

Letter a defense of the legislation enacted in the 


extra and first regular sessions of the 
Sixty-first Congress and of the admiunis- 
tration’s relation to the measures that have become law. Couched 
in language calculated to invite dispassionate consideration, this 
defense is addressed fully as much to the. dissatisfied within the 
ranks of the Republican party as to the traditional and pronounced 
opponents of that organization throughout the country. 

In so far as it aims to reason with the insurgent element, or 
the element that is antagonistic to the Payne-Aldrich law, it is a 
plea for harmony in the interest of the party’s general welfare. 
As the President puts it, the point to be borne in mind is “not 
what complexion of Republicanism one prefers, but whether it 
is better for the country to have the Republican party control the 
legislation for the next two years and further redeem its promises 
or to enable a Democratic majority in the House either to interpose 
a veto to Republican measures or to formulate and pass bills to 
carry out Democratic principles.’”” The Democrats were never in 
a better position than they are now to show the country what they 
propose to do toward remedying existing defects in legislation and 
pressing forward a constructive program, if the opportunity shall 
be afforded them. It may be taken for granted that they will 
regard this passage in the President's letter as a challenge. The 
titular head of the Republican party has put the matter adroitly, 
for while it may arouse the Democrats to more vigorous opposition, 
it will undoubtedly have the desirable effect of bringing the factions 
in his own party closer together for common defense. Mr. Taft 
expresses the belief that the election of a Democratic majority in 
the next House would mean the rejection of the doctrine of 
protection, but the Democratic party will experience no little trouble, 
nevertheless, in showing, if it attempts to show, that it is a unit 
in opposition to the protection doctrine. 

It will be noticed by the careful reader of the President's 
letter that he moves rapidly over that part of it which touches upon 
the differences between the two great parties on the tariff issue. 
Party lines are so badly broken in this respect that it is a much 
safer plan to dwell upon what the Republican party has done and 
proposes to do than upon what course the Democratic party is 
likely to take. Hence the President devotes his remarks on the 
tariff for the most part to the results that have followed the operation 
of the Payne law and to the prospects for a more satisfactory 
revision of the schedules made possible by the provision for a 
tariff board. 7 

With reference to the pledges made in the presidential campaign 
that there should be revision downward, Mr. Taft puts forward 
the claim,- already made by the leaders, that in the framing of 
the Payne law in the committee of ways arid means a reduction 
was made in 654 numbers and an increase in some 220, while 1150 
remained unchanged. Although the bill was amended in the Senate, 
the proportien of increases to decreases was maintained. It is 
admitted by the President that some of the criticisms of rates and 
schedules are just. The old protective idea encouraged abuses. 
“The excess of the tariff over the difference in the cost of 
production here and abroad,” he explains, “was not regarded as 
objectionable, because it was supposed that competition between 
those who enjoyed the high protection would keep the price for 
the consumer down to what was reasonable for the manufacturer.” 
It did not, it has not, worked out that way, however, and it is 
upon this very, point that the Republican party is today divided. 
The President hopes that through gradual revision the.end desired 
by all tariff reformers will be attained. This may be brought about 
upon the strength of information obtained by the tariff board -and 
under a parliamentary ruling which will prevent the opening up 
of the entire tariff question whenever it is deemed advisable to 
revise any particular schedule or schedules. The. Payne tariff law, 
in the opinion of the President, has on the whole worked out 
satisfactorily. It has produced a revenue which has changed the 
treasury deficit to a surplus. Under the maximum and minimum 
clause favorable treaties have been closed with all foreign nations. 
It has been of great assistance in the development of trade with 
the Philippines. Its corporation tax feature he regards as a most 
useful change 1n our revenue system, being a tax on success rather 
than on failure and one easily and exactly collected. 

The general legislation carried through the last session comes 
in, of course, for all due attention, but Democrats will be no less 
disposed than Republicans to claim credit for a large share of it, 
and tor so directing it that it was made beneficial. While the 
Democrats opposed certain of the Taft legislation finally, they had 
much to do with the shaping of it. There are promises for the 
future which will :appeal to thoughtful voters, notably that in 
relation to the merchant marine. As much, however, cannot be 
said tor legislation intended ‘to centralize more -and unnecessary 
power in the federal authority. The President seems to be misled 
in this particular, although it is among the probabilities that he 
clings to it simply because he found a mistaken demand for it 
in the platform upon which he was elected. It is only reasonable 
to say that Congress will view with disfavor any attempt to foist 
a new bureau upon the government in the interest of any class 
or profession. 

To sum up, the President's letter is an able, conservative, 
tactful, conciliatory presentation of the case for the Republican 
party and the Republican administration. But it is by no means 
proof against attack. The country will await with interest the 
Democratic reply.

Mintions of people from abroad have 
poured into the United States for years and 
been absorbed as part of the general 
population. The stream continues practi- 
cally unchecked, and a question of much 
interest that arises is whether the :influx has 
affected the numerical strength of the leading 
political parties. It is estimated that six | 
millions have been added since the last | one | 
census, and these newcomers are not bound 

by tradition to any party, unlike many of the native descendants 
of stanch Republican or Democratic forebears, although they may 
be influenced to some extent by the sentiment of the communities 
in which they abide. 

A large percentage of this new population is locating in New 
England, and statistics from the states of Maine, New Hampshire 
and Vermont supposedly might throw some light on national 
political results. There are some discrepancies in the relative 
showings, however, that make accurate conclusions next to 
inpossible. For instance, New Hampshire’s foreign-born population 
increased by 59,000 in thirty years up to 1900, while the Republican 
vote there was 3295 larger in 1908 than in 1896, and the Democratic 
vote 12,005 in the same comparison. Maine gained 44,000 in her 
foreign-born population; the Republican vote there in 1908 was 
13,478 less than in 1896, and the Democratic vote 715 more in the 
same comparison. Vermont lost 2000 in her foreign-born 
population, while the Republican vote there was 11,575 less in 1908 
than in 1896, and the Democratic vote 715 greater. 

But Maine Republicans had 1534 more and the Democrats 1419 
fewer votes in 1908 than in 1900, and the Vermont Republican 
vote was 3016 less and the Democratic vote there 1353 less in 1908 
than in 1900. Matne’s Republican plurality of 28.613 in 1900 was 
raised to 36,807 in 1904 and dropped back to 30,584 in 1908. New 
Hampshire’s Republican plurality of 35,794 in 1896 was reduced 
to 19,494 in 1908. Vermont's plurality of 29,719 in 1900 reached 
30,682 in 1904 and was abbreviated to 28,056 in 1908. 

These figures, taken as a whole, admit of one fairly definite 
opinion, It is that, no matter how high the tide of immigration 
runs, the newcomers are being assimilated pretty evenly by both 
of the leading parties. If New England is any criterion, the 
foreign-born citizens are not throwing decisive strength to either

Their renewed activities in the face of heavy odds 
are a matter of contemporaneous record, and the persistence with 
which they moved against the Madriz forces would have done 
credit to much better organized boglies of troops. With strong 
belief in the justice of their cause? these Nicaraguans faced ‘dire 
hardships and discouragements that would have turned back less 
courageous soldiers. Their fight for freedom was not essentially 
different from others that had been fought in different lands; their 
enthusiasm is right, and that tranquillity reigns while business 
undergoes the process of restoration speaks well for the merits of 
their victory. | 

The virtual neutrality which made it possib 
Nicaraguan revolutionists to win apparently 1s vindicated 
turn of events. -Nl Nicaragua appears satisfied and that is the firs 
important point if it means a brief era of peace. \\ hile past events 
in Nicaragua and other South American republics are not convincing 
evidence that permanent harmony is within the range of possibilities, 
it is difficult to see how the United States could have acted in a 
manner better calculated to let matters take the most natural and 
best course. Henceforth Nicaragua may work toward her own 
restoration, unhampered by an obstructive government as unpopular 
with its own citizens as it was unpleasing to this and other 
enlightened nations.

with a population now of 687,029, increased | 
19.4 per Cent, as compared with an increase : | 
of 27.3 per cent for the previous ten years. Pittsburg, with a 
population now of 533,905, had an increase of only 18.2 per cent 
as against 31.3 per cent in 1900. Buffalo, with a population now 
of 423,715, increased 20.2 per cent as compared with’a showing 
of 31.8 per cent ten years ago. Detroit, with a population now 
of 464,766, increased 63 per cent as against 38.8 per cent during 
the previous decade. 

On the other hand, it is pointed out, cities whose population 
runs between 200,000 and 400,000—Denver, St. Paul, Providence, 
Kansas City, Jersey City, Washington, Newark, Cincinnati and 
Milwaukee—make a better average showing. This high average, 
33.8 as compared with 26 in fhe previous decade, 1s due mainly, 
however, to the rapid growth of Denver and Kansas City. It will 
probably be found that the conditions which operate to keep down 
the percentage of growth in the larger cities named have also 
influenced the urban growth of the smaller ones. We have yet 
to hear from New York, Chicago, Philadelphia, Boston, Baltimore 
and some other of the larger cities, and it is impossible to speak 
for them in advance; but, possibly ‘with the single exception of 
New York, all will fall short of expectations. Even Chicago, with 
its 200 square miles of area, has not been exempt from the 
conditions at which we have hinted. 

The trolley and other means of rapid transit are making it 
possible for an increasing number of people year by year to do 
business in populous cities and yet to reside beyond city limits. 
Boston affords a striking illustration of the fact that the population 
of a city falls far short frequently in these days of representing 
with any degree of accuracy the population included in the 
inetropolitan district. The greater Boston is beyond the corporate 
limits. This is growing to be the case in other centers of population. 
That it would be the case in New York at present were it not 
for annexation is evidenced by the fact that the borough of Brooklyn 
has now a greater population than the borough of Manhattan. The 
suburbs of Chicago and the surrounding towns are increasing 1n 
population in many instances much faster than the city proper. 

We shall have to wait for a comprehensive statement of the 
population of cities, and an official analysis based thereon before 
we can reach definite conclusions in this regard; but on the face 
of the figures already in, it would appear that, in justice to the 
ereat cities of the country, some account must be taken of the 
population included in their respective metropolitan districts in 
arranging them in positions of relative importance. |
